Value of an American Passport. 
The Washington News informs us that some 
remonstrances which have been forwarded by 
Mr. Warieat, the United’ States Minister at 
Berlin, relative to the violation of American 
passports in the hands of Prussians who have 
been naturalized in this country, but left home 
without: serving their allotted term in the 
army, will not produce any result—the .princi- 
ple which is to regulate these cases having 
been already laid down. Leaving Prussia 
without having rendered military service is, it 
seems, for a Prussian subject an offence 
against the laws, which the Prussian Govern-' 
ment. is, justified in punishing, whenever the 
offender again enters its territory, even though 
he may in the interval have become a citizen 
of another State. 7 
If any such conclusion has been made by the 
American Government, it seems, to usthey 
have made a very great. mistake. If the-va-, 
lidity of our passport in the hands of @ natural- 
ized citizen is to depend upon the claims which 
his former Government may make on him, our 


protection of the mother-land. It is not with 
them as it was with us; for interest and a 
common patriotism bind Great Britain and her 
colonies to each other fn @ firm alliance. The 
movement to create a British Ex of the 
North is not one which should cause us any 
doubt or uneasiness ; for, without, seeking to 
discredit the present loyalty of our entérprising 
Provincial neighbors, it is clear that the more 
important they bécome as a people, the more 
reason will they have to seek admission into 
the American Union.
